"Moving In" 


A grade intersection claimed an- 


other life in the Covina valley 
Christmas morning, when Rev. H. 
Robert Smith, pastor of the Azusa 
Baptist church and city clerk of 
that city died as the result of a 
crossing collision between the car 
he was driving and a Pacific Elec- 
tric car. 


The accident occurred shortly after 


ten o'clock at the intersection of 
Orange avenue and the Pacific Elec- 
tric line, halfway between Baldwin 
Park and Covina. It is understood 
that Rev. Smith, who was accom- 


l\panied by his wife, were returning 
I :from visiting their ranch, and stop- 


ped to allow the limited train to 
pass, not noticing the Covina local 
train coming in the opposite direc- 
tion. Rev. Smith was so badly in- 
jured in the crash that he died about 
two hours later at the Covina hos- 
pital. 
His 
wife 
suffered 
severe 


bruises and shock, and is at the home 
of a friend, Mrs. Clyde Garrison, in 
Azusa. 


The tragedy cast a gloom on the 


city of Azusa, where he was greatly 
beloved. The body is at the White

County Supervisors. Fred T. Beaty

"100-foot highway plan" whfch the 
state planning commission hopes will 
be put into effect thruout California. 
The plan in brief calls for tlie acqui- 
sition of sufficient territory; -along 
all the state highways so that the 
roads may be widened to- 100 feet. 


The immediate paving of these 


highways to a width of 100 feet is 
not expected, but the right of way 
will be obtained wherever possible 
and the roads will be paved to a 
width of from 60 to^SO feet, leaving 
an additional strip *unpaved of 20 
to 40 feet on the sides for parking, 
and which will eventually, be paved. 


Supervisor Fred T. Beaty, who is 


chairman of the county committee on 
highways, declared that the move- 
ment should have the approval of all 
interested in safety of travel and the 
levclopment of the state. 


"I heartily approve of the pro- 


posed 
widening,' 
he 
declared. 


Bringing them to 100 feet is a

Baldwin Park 


Makes ¥ians for 


Road Building 


The Baldwin Park Bulletin says 


that with the filing of petitions to 
open and extend four streets ou the 
south side of town last week, it be- 
came apparent 
that 
nowhere in 


southern California is road and street 
construction contemplated on so large 
a scale as here. 


More than $400,000 will be ex- 


pended within the next few years 
on various projects in Baldwin Park. 
About $70,000 of this will be pro- 
vided by the county for work on 
major highways and nearly 20 miles 
of streets will be improved, accord- 
ing to estimates compiled by Ken- 
neth Thompson from the county road 
department records. 


Included in the work are several 


projects now under construction, and 
a few others which will be begun in 
a few weeks. Practically all of the 
work is assured, and will be com- 
pleted within the next two years, 
according to the county road depart- 
ment. 


The new petition, bearing the re- 


quired number of signatures to as- 
sure its success, which was filed last 
week, calls for the construction of a 
new street midway between Pacific 
avenue and La Rica street, from Co- 
vina boulevard to Vineland avenue. 
A second new street will extend from 
Pacific avenue to Merced, midway 
between Pacific and Merced. These 
two streets will total more than a 
mile in length. 


The same proposition calls for the 


extension of Susquehanna and La 
Rica avenues from Covina boulevard 
to Vineland avenue. This will mean 
an additional mile of new street. 


Two other streets are also to be 


lengthened within a few months. 
These are Francisqnito, which will 
be opened thru from Covina boule- 
vard to El Monte street, and Stew- 
art avenue from Olive to Bonita. 


Another new project, which will 


probably go thru, calls for the build- 
ing of concrete pavement on Puente 
avenue, extending from Covina bou- 
levard thru to the Valley boulevard 
in Puente. This would make a new 
coimo.e.ting link for territory to the 
east with the Valley boulevard. The 
county will pay approximately 20 
per cent of this work if it is done.

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The Boulder Dam Victory— 


Signing of the Boulder dam bill by Preside-ill Ccolidge 


marks a real epoch in the forward trend of the Pacific south- 
west. Greater than the benefits to come from the dam itself 
is the precedent it establishes. It will be easier to advance 
all flood control projects in the future. 


The Colorado project is to cost a minimum of one hun- 


dred and sixty-five million dollars, which would have been 
a lot of money to ancient Rome, or to the United States in 
1850. But this vast country is not only richer than any in 
all history, or richer than several combined, but the assessed 
valuation is growing at an almost incredible rate, and espec- 
ially so on the Pacific coast. Improvement in property thru 
reclamation of waste lands: the transformations such as are 
occurring in Los Angeles county, for instance, and which are 
being planned or executed all over the state, serve to wipe 
out bonded indebtedness. Bonds remain, and have to be paid 
for, it is true. But the increase in valuation is many times 
that of any community's indebtedness. 


Boulder dam is only one of hundreds of reclamation pro- 


jects that are to be built on the Pacific coast in the next 
fifty years. It will probably remain the largest single project 
for some time, altho this is merely a guess. But there will 
be many hundreds of streams and canyons blocked off, bar- 
riers raised to check water and to save it, and waste lands 
will be made productive and new cities and towns will spring 
up. multiplying the wealth, and making more improvements 
possible. 


In Los Angeles county we are just about to start work on 


the great San Gabriel canyon dam. a twenty-five million 
dollar project. Before it is finished oilier great flood control 
projects will have been presented to the people and approved. 
Eventually, if we follow our destiny and remain true lo our 
duty, even1 canyon that now discharges water will be a reser- 
voir, and every river that now runs to the sea will be dry at 
its mouth. There is plenty of water if we conserve it. There 
is plenty of rich land, if we reclaim it. 


MORE ORANGES GROWN 


IN MANY COUNTRIES 


Interesting facts about orange pro- 


duction in many countries is discuss- 
ed in a recent department of com- 
merce report. 


Oranges, limes and lemons are pro- 


duced in the plains of India and an 
important orange industry has also 
developed in the central provinces 
of that country. 


While oranges are produced in the 


northern Argentine, there is no pro- 
duction on an extensive scale be- 
cause of the cheap oranges coming 
into the country from Paraguay, 
where oranges are produced in con- 
siderable quantities. The. Southern 
railway of Argentine is planting or- 
ange

grapefruit 
trees 
along 


their lines. Already -1(100 grapefruit 
and some lO.Odn orange cuttings for 
p l a n t i n g s h;n'e been set out by one

Oranges 


were formerly brought from Para- 
guay i n t o Argentine in bulk, by 
merely shoveling them on the boat. 
Government restrictions now forbid 
th«» marketing of this fruit unless 
each orange is wrapped in a separate 
paper. 


The climate of Uruguay is such 


that oranges are grown in practically 
every section of the country. The 
bulk of the crop consists of ordinary 
seed-bearing oranges. 


Oranges are produced 
generally 


thruout Brazil, the states of Soa 
Paula and Eio de Janeiro being com- 
mercial production centers. 


Statistics of the Brazilian depart- 


ment of agriculture for 1928 show 
over six and a half million orange 
trees in the country with an aver- 
age production equal to something 
like 
five million American boxes. 


The American trade commissioner at 
Rio de Janeiro states that the gov- 
ernment appears anxious to do what- 
ever it can to promote increased acre- 
age.

The Street Planners— 


Roads and highways with rights of way one hundred feet 


wide are being strongly advocated by the board of super- 
visors and the city and county planners. There is no ques- 
tion but that from the standpoint of the future this plan is 
sensible. 


All parts of Los Angeles county will grow faster in the 


next fifteen years than in the last fifteen, but if the county 
expanded at the same rate as in the past, we would not be 
over-planning to make provision for wide roads. The value 
of property in Los Angeles county is governed by its acces- 
sibility. Especially is it true in the east end of the county 
that we should plan for wide roads where the travelling is 
to be heavy. A heavily-congested road damages property; 
a wide road giving free passage to heavy traffic enhances 
property values. 


The plan to acquire one hundred feet is wise. It is not 


the plan to pave one hundred feet at first, but to pave thirty 
fir forly feet, according to the needs. The acquiring of the 
hundred feet gives opportunity to the property-holder to plan 
his improvements accordingly. It prevents expensive changes 
in the future, and prevents condemnation suits. 


A comprehensive plan is being worked out for the east 


end of the county. In the Covina area, plans are being made 
for the main-travelled roads of the future. As long as streets 
remain narrow, the community is strangled.
